SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The positive plate film entitled Wet Sex / Wild Side (also known as No 1 One 
Photographic Separation) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a segment of text printed onto a plastic sheet. The sheet is used in 
the printing process. The text describes sexual activity involving the use of urine. 
Reference is made to males urinating over the genitals of females and to a male 
urinating into the mouth of a female. The euphemism “water sports” is referred to 
twice and the article also provides details of a couple of games involving the use of 
urine namely “rolling the log” and “playtime bag”. The effect of such a description is to 
promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
